ness with which the signatuye of Mr Beers, the 
vice president of the New York insurauce com- 
papy on which the check was forged. This re- 
semblance wes so perf ct, thatthe m si skilful 
experts swore thatit wasa genuine signature 
The bank that guaranteed ti}e cheek refuxed to 
pay it. contending that the signature was genu- 
ine and that it was nota forgery. It now trans- 
pires that the forgers obtaindd, through com- 
plicity wilh an employee of the insurerce com- 
pany, a cancelled check bearing Mr Bers’ sig~ 
nature, and placed it under the cheek upon 
which they desired to forge hisname. By put 
tingavery strong light between the two 
checks, the genuine signature was rr fi-cted to 
the blank check, and the forver treced it with 
perfectaccuracy Indeed th? minute exactness 
with which he did the wo: k:led to the discov 
ery. For on the genuine theck there wasa 
grease spot where the *W’’ of Mr. Beers’s name 
was Signed, and the pen sliding « ver the grease 
made no mark, but left a hiatus, which appear 
od also ou the forgery. It was decided by the 
cour's peading this case, that; when ach. ck is 
‘raised,’’ the bank that guarantees it is not lia- 
ble for the amount “raised,’’ but that the party 
tn-t gave the check origina /y¥ is respcnsible.

A large portion of the 
sritish case was devoted to pointing 
out the advantages to Ainerican fisher- 
men of being in 4 position to purchase 
bait and supplies—a c’aim tor large 
compensation being founded thereon. 
The American counse! contended that 
the Washington treaty gaye no such 
privileges to their fishermen, and that 
present vonimission should not take 
them into consideration. The idea of 
the American seems to be that a large 
number of our people, being interest 

ed in trade with American fishermen, 
will prevent the Dominion government 
from interfering with the latter, if they 
ean, under the present laws, or intro~ 
ducing new legisiation for such a pur- 
pose. The commission gave an unani 

mous decision that they were incom 

petent to award compensation for tran- 
shipment of cargoes in British waters, 
ir for purchase of ice, bait and supplies, 

LATER ADVICES, 

Toronto, September 10.—The decis- 
ion of the fisliiery commission that in 
fixing the compensation to be paid by 
the United States for the privileges ac 
corded by the Wash 1 treaty, it 
is not able to take into con: ideration 
the privileges of obtaining bait, ice and 
prov sions, ani of trans-‘thipping fish. 
These not veing specifically granted by 
the treaty, gives rise to much com- 
ment. 

The Globe’s Halifax special save:

MARS’ MOONS, 


S viral Particulars not Previously 
Presented. 


The following portion of Prof. New~ 
comb’s remarks concerning Prof. Hall’s 
discoveries, contains several estimates 
and particulars that have not yet pre- 
viously been presented: 

The inner sacellite of Mars 
around the planet in less than eight 
hours, while Mars himself revolves in 
twenty-four hours. The consequence 
of (his is that this satellite rises in the™ 
west and sete in the east; that is, the 
motion of the satellite around the“ 
planet towards the east is more rapid 
than the planet itself,and thus is an 
exception to any other of the heavenly 
bodies. If there are any astronomers 
on the plemet Mars that have had to 
throvgh the same discoveries with the 
planets as we have had on the earth, 
then indeed the satellite must haye 
been the sou:ce of yery great complica- 
ion and difficulty. The outer one, 
no! withstanding his proximity, is eo 
small that from the surface of Marg it 
wou'd look rate? more like the planet 
Vinus than the moon. To determine 
the diame‘er cof these sate!'ites is ex- 
iremely diilicult, looking at them wiih 
a telescope, and the only way is by 
Judging of th: amount of light which 
they give. It is found by this that the 
outer satellite vives about one hundred 
thourandih part as much light as Mars, 
or perhaps the prop rtion may be two 
or three or severa: thousjndths les; 
theref re the diame'er of Marks mist 
be tLrte or four bucdred times the die 
ameter of the satellite. The diameter 
of Mars!s only four thensand tiles; di- 
vide that by four hundred gives ten 
m.jes for the diameter of the satellite, 
which is probably a gocd estimate.

from 150 to 2000 families. These vil- 
lagesare on the iineof railway between 
Ker:nenli and Yeni Zaghra, and scarce- 
ly filly persons have escaped from them 
alive. Buigarian fugitives who have 
arrived at Gabrova and Selvi estimate 
that from 12.000 to 15,000 Christians 
have been massacred in Eski Zaghra 
and the Schirpan district aloue. Very 
little chance was given to the poor 
Christians to escape, for soldiers were 
posted along the road leading from E:ki 
“Zghra to Kasanlik, with orders to 
shoot down everybody passing that 
way. It is stated that the following

THE CHIO CAMPAIGN. | 


The ensuing election in Ohio will be 
one of national interest. Both parties 
are aware of this fact, and are :conse- 
quently carrying on a vigorous cam-~ 
paign. The ablest men of the state 
are on the stump, and will be until 
the election. The republican néminee 
for governor, Judge West, is probably 
as acceptable to his party as any man 
they could have brought forward. He 
made fora number ot years, in ac- 
ceptable judge of the supreme court of 
the state, and is a lawyer of chqracter 
and ability. He has been fot more 
than a year totally blind—an¢ this 
fact,! awakening a touch of sympathy, 
adds, deubtless, to his strength hefore 
the people. He has already made sev- 
eral speeches in his own interest, 
which have probably injured, more 
than they have benetitted | him. 
His ncemination occurred during the 
recent labor riots, and in his first 
speech thereafter he went tooifar in 
upholding and excusing the thdn ex- 
isiing spirit of lawlessness to suit the 
views of the more conservative and 
better class of his party. He hag since 
taken the back-track, and attempted to 
excuse himself on this subject, bit has 
not succeeded very well. The itdiea- 
tions are that he will lose many | votes 
on this ground. 
In addition to the above, Judge! West 
is unfortunate in having in his party a 
large number who disagree totally with 
the plank in the platform upon which 
he is running which endorses Hayes’s 
administration. This feeling of} disa- 
greement has crystalized into an ‘open 
movement of the republicans thus dis- 
affected—headed by Gen. Beattiv, an 
ex-member of congress and a promi- 
nent republican politician of the! state 
—to refrain from voting in the eldetion 
this fall. Gen, Beatty says ther» are 
twenty thousand members of the party

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in the state who will not vote. lf only 
one half of this number of 
republicans should not vote, it will 
— judging by the more recent elections 
give the state to thedemocrats. What 
effect the workingmen’s movement, 
which seems to be of considerable 
sirength, will have upon the election 
it is impossible to judge; but it seems 
safe to predict thut the republican 
party will lose «as many votes by it as 
the democratic party. 

The demccratic nominee, Mr. R. M. 
Bishop, of Cincinnati, will bring out 
the full strength of his party. Heis a 
merchant of prominence, of fine busi 
ness character and of great influence. 
He has been prominently connected 
with the democratic party of Ohio tor & 
number of years and is well known, 
and highly esteemed. His opponents 
charged him in the beginning of the 
campaign of having been elected 
mayor of Cincinnati on the know noth” 
ing ticket, but when it was discovered 
that he was not elected mayor until 
thet party had passed ont of existence, 
ihe charges fell harmless tothe ground. 
He has not taken the stump himself, 
but his friends are making a brilliant 
and effective canvass of the state in bis 
interest. 

The campaign in Onio is verifying a 
prediction made by us some weeks ago 
to the effect that the rallying cry of the 
democracy in every el ction until, and 
including the natgonal contest in 1880 
would be that the foul wrong of 1876-7 
must be sei right. Of themany speeches 
made by democrats in Ohio this year, 
the main feature has been condemnas 
tion of the electoral commission, and 
the infamc us re ion of a majority of the 
members Except the tinancial ques 
tion, nothing else of consey uence seems 
to enter into the campaiga, It will be 
remembered that the democratic mem- 
bers from Ohio led the fillibustering 
movement last wivter which attempted 
to prevent the house from 
conenurring in the partisan decision of 
the commission. We have no doubt 
that in this ‘action, they fully repre- 
sented the views of the democracy of 
their state, and we think that the re- 
sult of the coming election will prove 
that this is trfie, aot only of the democ- 
racy, but of a larger number of their 
former opponents. 

The democrats have an additiona! 
aivantage in the fact, which is gener- 
ally conceded, that the financial part 
of their platform is more in accordance 
with the people of Ohio than that of 
their opponents. Altogether, there 
little doubt that the democrats wili 
carry the state by a handsome majority. 


DR JAMES F BOZEMAN, 


The unexpected death of this gentle- 
man, which occurred yesterday morn- 
ing,threw the city of Atlanta into grief. 
Ile was in our office on last Saturday 
evening, apparently in perfect health. 
We had a pleasant talk with him, and 
did notdream that his long career of 
honor and usefulness, was about to be 
cut short in 80 summary a manner, 

Dr. Bozeman was 53 years of age at 
the time of his death, naving b:en born 
in Milledgeville in May, 1524. He was 
educated in Oglethorpe university and 
then went to the Pennsylvania medi» 
cal college, gradnating there in 1845. 
Ite went to Columbus in 1847 and en- 
gaged inthe practice of medicine. In 
1849 he was made assistant surgeon in 
the United States army and went 
t> Mexico With the 
pin mounted volunteers, He 
served through the Mexican war, 
and then returned to Columbus, where 
a career of profit and honor arose be 
fore him. In 1861 he was elected may- 
or of Columbus. He was for many 
years president of the Home insur 
ance company, and was at the time of 
his death, director of the Central rail- 
road, and financial agent for the state 
of Georg.a and president of the board 
of trustees of the lunatic asvium. 

Dr. Bozeman has always been a saga~ 
and a prudent man 
His fortune has grown. steadily but 
surely, and administration of 
commercial affairs were uniformly suc- 
cessful. When the fegislature ordered 
Governor Smith to appointa financial 
agent to enquire into the bonded debt 
of the state, and report upon it, Dr. 
Bozeman was selected for this place.

A corrupt congress, assisted by a sub 
servient administration, has fastened 
upon the neck of the American people

National, 
state and savings benks alike have 
yielded to the pressure Among them 
and of recent date, two national binks 
in St. Louis are uumbered, also one of 
the largest state banks in Sao Fran- 
cisco, and only last week the L[ilinols 
State Saviogs listitution, located in 
Chicayo. 

And the end is not yet; the sad c1- 
reer of corruption and oppression con- 
tinues to sweep on with a ruthiess 
swelling tide, widening its track of 
desolation.as it bears onward and 
downward in its fearful course. 

Ail, all, the woefui result of the crim- 
inal financial policy of the congress and 
government of the United S.ates try- 
ing, it wou'd seem, to copy after Kag 
land, a monarchy in the supposed in- 
terest of the money power — the bond- 
hoiders, 

In the light of this appalling, yet 
truthful picture, are the recent strikes 
in the north and west a matter of sup- 
prise ? Certainly not, when is is borne 
in mind that congress and the admiunis- 
tration seta high and illustrious ex- 
ample, by alowing ex~-President Grant 
and his gang to ‘strike’ at the United 
States treasury and take both double 
and back pay. 

Yet, strange as it may appear, we 
find men claiming to be demecrats— 
membeis of vongress, from Georgia 
even, advocating and upholding this 
most excrable financial system. Claim 
ing to be representative democrats, yet 
like Saul, at the stoning of the 
martyr Stephen, they = stand by 
and nold the c othes of the despoilers, 
without once raising their voices in 
the national councils against the crue!

True, democracy means war against 
a fraudulent bonded aristocracy; true, 
democracy is opposed to class iegisla~ 
tion ; true, democracy means the great- 
est good to the greatest numbers 
Whenever it means anything else, and 
joins hands with the despoilers of the 
republic, it ceases to be true de 
mocracy, It is not dem cratic 
to burn up United States legal 
tender notes and issue bank notes and 
non-taxable, interest bearing bonds in 
their stead. Lhe government has the 
right to create money, but not the 
right to delegate that power. The cred- 
it of the government is better than 
that of any bank, and is the only safe 
and proper basis upon which can rest, 
in perfect security, the circulating me- 
dium of the republic, This would ben- 
efit the many and not the few bond. 
holders and stouck-bo!ders, as is design- 
ed by the present system. But what- 
ever benefits the people generaliy 
must in the end benefit the banks. The 
banks must be content to do a legiti 
mate business of exchange, loans, dis- 
counts and deposits. 

W hen the government  es- 
troys money which it has 
once created and issues in the place 
thereof interest bearing non-taxable 
bonds, it becomes the oppressor of the 
people instead of their protector. 
Contraction always was and always 
will bea huge anaconda, crushing ja- 
bor and business alike in its folds. The 
following siatement, compiled by Al 
exander Delmar,formerly of the U aited 
States treasury deparimcnt, shows the 
effects of expansion and contraction of 
the currency in this country as far 
back as 1832.

Toccoa ard Talliaiah Falls 


Editors Constttution: A tour of three 
days from Atlanteto the falls of Tallu- 
_ aati urn is one which every 
‘Georgian should make. The cost need 
not exceed ten dollars for the :ound 
trip. The almost magical growth of 
towns, so much eulogised as a feature 
in the new states in the wert, is real- 
ized on the Air-Line railroad, in Geor 
gia. Toccoa City is two years old, and 
boasts a thousand inhabitants. It is 
the cotton mart of surronndirg coun- 
ties, no cotton being raired north of it 
scarcely. (Gainesville has its fine hotels, 
street car line, and Gower’s minera! 
spring; while #Wo miles further, and 
immediately on the railroad, is New 
Holland springs. A!I these places have 
been crowded all the summer with vis- 
itors from the low country, eighteen 
hundred persons having visited Tallu~ 
lah fails. 

Two miles and a halt from Toccoa 
City are the falis of Toccoa, which, if 
located in Europe,wouid have a wor!d- 
wide celebrity. On the way there,every 
house seems desirous of securing sum-~ 
mer boarders, and every spring claims 
its attraction. Arrived in the vicinity 
of the fallsa sharp turn brings you 
suddenly in face of this remarkable 
catarac’, and you are at once absoi bed 
in contemp atingit. An appreciative 
mind can atonce waich it for hours 
and find new features to admire con- 
tinualiv. To the traveller who has 
visited many countries comparisons 
instantly offer themselves,for all moun- 
tainous countries have their water falls 
The stream itself is narrow —would be 
called a creek in the souib, or a brook 
in the north. It is clear, bold, and 
winding in its course before and after 
it reaches ‘he cliff. The fall is oxve 
bundred and sixty feet, ond there are 
few cataracts on the American conti- 
nent which have agreater fal] than 
this. The falls of St. Anthony, on the 
Missiseippi, 2 200 miles from the Gul 
of Mexico, 1s a perpendicular fali of 18 
feet; including the rapids the entire 
des ent in three quarters of a mile is 
sixty-five feet. The rapids 
on the Chattahoochee equals that, 
for the fall of the river (400 yards wide) 
near Columbus is 120 teet in three 
miles. ‘The finesi fall on thiscontinent 
is that of the Montmorency river, near 
Qnebec, Canada, where the descent 
over a perpendicular precipice is 250 
feet, with a widih of 50 feet. At the 
foot of the falls in winter a cone of ice 
is formed 200 feet high. Niagara, the 
grandest and most celebrated fall in the 
world, isa cataract with a descent of 
164 feet. The height of the cliff, or of 
the suspension bridge across the gorge 
at Niagara, is 245 feet above the water, 
the current being 350 feet wide. In 
my experience the falls most nearly 
resembiing L.ccoa are the falls of 
Foyers, in Scotland, falling 90 feet and 
forming an impetuous sheet of spray of 
dazzling whiteness. ‘These are inferior 
to ‘loccoa. Burns thus describes them: 
‘*‘aAmoug the beathy hills and rugged woods, 
The roartuy Foyers pours bie musty floous, 

Tili fuil he dasnmes on the rccky Muuuds, 

When through a shapeless breach his stream 
reeounds, 

As high iu airthe bursting torren's flow, 

As deep recoiling surges lorm below ; 

Prone down the rock the whitening sheet de- 
scends, 

And viewless echo's ear, astonished, sends, 

Dim seen, through ris pg mists and Ceaselesss 
showers, 

The hoary cavern, wide surrourding, lowers; 

Still through the gap the struggling river ioils, 

And, stil: below the horrid cauldron, boils.” 

The above desc:iption will apply to 
Toccoa, but the last line is much more 
applicabie to Tallulah. 

‘the Pisvache fallsin Switzerlard are 
almost exac.ly like Toccoa fails, but 
not so high. Far superior to Toccoa, 
and the only one of the kind I ever 
saw that issuperior, is the famous 
Staubaci falls, near Lanterbruaner, and 
near that finest of snow-capped moun- 
tains o! Switzerland, the Yunyfrau (ihe 
Virgin,) “Staubach” means dust stream, 
The fali has a deScent aimost perpen- 
dicular, of 800 feet, and looks Ike a 
lace veil not: che, water in its far descent 
loses itself in spr y almost as fine as 
dust. Itis Lteyond exception, the most 
beantiful fali lever saw: The Alpine 
falls,, and those in northern climates 
yenerally, have the additional charm of 
contrast .n colors with thesurrounding 
scenery ; forests of dark fir environ 
them, gracefully fringed with snow, 
and beueath those menuoned are the 
blue waters of Loch Chess ‘or of the 
lace of Brienz, formed and fed by gla- 
ciersand meltirg snows of the: izher 
‘ips. The avalanche is itself a grand 

rfall, and sometimes -rese:obles

v.18 grandly picturesque iocality, it will 
be a source of wealth, richer than a 

mine, to the surrounding country. 


TALLULAH FALLS 


are unrivalled, perhaps. Any one who 
has see: Bierstadt’s pictures of the 
scenery on the Yellowstone, or who 
has trayelled inthe far west, and re- 
viewed the canyons there, can recall 
something like th's remarkable canyon 
through wuich Tallulah flows, but the 
snowy cascades and impetuous cata~« 
racts, so vividly present here, are want- 
ing there. Altogether, Tallulah falls 
present a scene unique, varied and 
solemnly wild. Twelve hundred teet 
of nearly perpendicular cliffs rise on 
either side the narrow and picturesque 
len. One thinks on viewing it of che 
death ot Custer in just such avanyon, 
though inferior to this in height and 
without its remarkable falls. Five suc- 
_cessive leaps down steep precipices are 
made by the beautiful stream, which 
rushes with the force of a tempert down 
the cliff and scatters the snowy spray 
in every direction. Divested of the 
granite cliff on every side, it resembles 
many famous cataracts, but as it is, in 
ita own native grandeur, it stands alone, 
unique and incomparable. The green 
turfy knulls and the dark fir forests 
near the Giesbach falls, in Switzerland, 
render the foliage and tally more attrac 
tive than the landscape at Tallulah ; the 
other respects, excepting always the 
great high walls of rock whicu rise like 
castles over Tallulah.

Aud, though this, the new Constitution, m iy 
have ‘ts defects and inperfectious, yet we do 
further recommend that the voters of tuis coun- 
try come forward 'o the polls at the com ng 
eicetion and by their yotes ratify the uew cou 
stitution as an improvement and as the best 
within our reach, hoping thereby that coustau! 
improvements will be made in all the funda- 
mentaland common laws of not only this, the 
empire state of the south, but throughout the 
United States and in the states federal. This 
being done we shall hopefully and confidently 
eXpect peace, plenty and prosperity will prevail 
throughout this once happy land, «nd that we 
shall obtain the approbation of the Great and 
All-Wise Bevetacwr of all things by securing 
His blessiugs upon our temporal, social, politi- 
cal and ecciesiastical institutions, 

In taking ieave of his honor, Judge Hillyer. 
we desire to express our perfect satistaction with 
the able manner in which be has presided over 
our court. He is able, competent and efficient, 
we belheve he wiil give eutire satisfaction to ¢he 
people of our county. 

We return our thanks to our able young solic 
itor, B H. Hiil,jr,for the courtesies and as- 
sistance rendered to our body as wel: as for the 
able mauuerin which he has represeuted the 
state; and we desire specially to assure him 
that the peeple of our couuty will uphoid him 
in the vigorous prosc cu: ions for the enforees ent 
of the criminal laws of the state in this couuty.

THE BARRACKS FIRE, 


Commiiltital otf Jobn Hawshaw “for 
Arson, 


The mystery of the terrible fire which 
occurred at MePherson barracks a little Overa 
week ago is not yet cleared away. It was one 
of the most paipauvie iustances of arson ever 
known in this city. The ropes of all the wells 
on the place were cut. The fire engine was im- 
paired and al the fue! taken out of it so that it 
would be impossible for the garrison to fight 
the fire with any hope of success. Ever since 
the night of the co. flagration the luvcal police 
authorities have beeu on a sharp lookout for the 
guilty pa ties, 

A lew days ago a mulatto named John Haw- 
shaw, apparently about forty years of age 
was 

ARRESTED ON SUSPICION, 
and committed to jail. There was some ground 
to Suppose that he was implicated tn the firing 
of the stables. 

Yesterday he had apreliminary examination 
before Justice Butt, in which half a dozen wit- 
nesses were eXaminued and the cause developed 
rather fully, for the prosecution, at least. The 
prisoner was represeated by M. DeGraffenried 
and Josoph H. Smith R. H. Brumby appeared 
for the prosecution. Most of the evidence was 
purely circumstantial, soldiers swear 
ing that they sawa man whom they 
to be Aa Hegro, running across the arca near 
Slubles jus. before the fire. 

The direct evidence against the prisoner was 
that of Eien Gahuand John Dobbs, both of 
whom iive near the barracks. Ellen Gahn 
swere that she saw a nerro rush out of the en- 
closure while the fire wasin progress and he 
cursed ashe passed her and said something 
about the firs. S.e looked aronnd tue court 
room aud singled out Hawshaw as the negro she 
saw ol the nignt of the fire. 

John Dobbsswore that he was pessing vear 
the enc.iosure when Hawshaw ran by him and 
dodged into a gully and refusei to stop when 
ralled, 

After the evidence was submitted the case 
was bricfly presented by the counsel on either 
s.de and the justice decided that the evidence 
Was sufficient to warraut a committalot Haw 
shaw to jail to await a trial bythe superior 
court On the charge of arson. It is hoped that 
this matter will be thoroughly ferretted out and 
that every accomplice in this act of villainy wil 
be brought to justice. Hawshaw’s counsel say 
they di inotshow their hand but that .bey have 
have evidence whic: will surely acquit him. 
However thismay be, somevodyis guilty acd 
should be pauished. 

The case against Hawshaw and ali the iuves- 
tigatious are the result ina large measure of the 
euergetic interest of Co..
